termined efforts today to break their 
way through, while at the same time 
a critical struggle was "ander way in

staten^ent said that at Ypres, Bel- 
gium, the point selected for the new 
German attempt

through the English channel, the ar- 
tillery fire jresterday was violent and 
that many buildings were set on fire. 


"In the region of the Argonne for- 
est, well on toward the eastern end 
of the line, the Germans are deliv- 
ering another

"very hot" and it is said that Ger-

repulsed. 
Rheims and Soissons also were under 
bombardment, with what effect is not 
disclosed. 
The German official stat»?- 
ment speaks of the severe fighting at 
Ypres and also says that an attempt 
to bombard Nieuport was repulsed 
twice. 


In the Argonne region it is said 
Jie Germans are gaining ground slow- 
ly. The renewed efforts of the Ger- 
mans in the west, notwithstanding 
the effects of the cold, wet weathei, 
which was said to make fighting .*n 
the lowlands almost an impossibility, 
attracted renewed attention to the 
western field of battle.

inflicted. 


Violent bombardments have destroyed 
the town hall and the central market 
at Ypies, according 
to

reaching here from Paris,

herald the resumption of the attempt 
on the part of the Germans to break the 
center held by the English of the allied 
line blocking their way to the coast.

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NEARING DECISIVE 
OUTCOME IN POLAND 


Berlin, Nov. 23.—(By Wireless to the 
Associated Press.)—The general staff of 
the German army, referring to importani 
operations in Poland, now nearing a 
decisive outcome, announced today that 
it considered the situation everywhere 
favorable. 
..Army headquarters today gave out a 
report, dated Nov. 22, which reads as 
follows: 


"In the western arena of the war the 
situation remains unchanged. 


"In Poland the fighting continues and 
the struggle is going on to the south of 
Plock, in the vicinity of Lodz, and near 
Geenstochau." 


All the Berlin newspapers 
cominent 
favorably this morning and very hope- 
fully on the possible dutcoine of tho 
fiirhtijig 
in Poland. 
They express tho 
opinion that 
these engagements may 
decide the entire Russian campaign, if 
not the outcome of the war. 


The Lokal Anzioger has published an 
interview with an ofTicer who speaks for 
the military authorities. 
He says that 
in consequence of tlie rolling up of the 
Russian right wing bv Gen. von IIiinl- 
enburg and the sinmltaneons attack of 
the Austrians on the Russian loft, a gen- 
eral Russian retreat, with the evacua- 
tion of Leniburg, is only a question of 
time. In the ])revious attack, this offi- 
cer says, the r .lomy operated in accord- 


ance with 
their program, but today 
they have been forced to give up their 
war plans and face an entirely different 
situation. 
Existing 
conditions 
were 
foreseen by the German and Austrian 
commanders. 


According to the same authority the 
Russians tack artillery and rifles.

Port Said.) 


"English officers and many 
soldiers, 
as well as many wounded, were taken 
prisoners. 
Troops of English riders and 
Egvntian police surrendered." 


Elkantara is on the right bank of the 
Suez canal, twenty-five miles south of 
Port Said, and on the Caravan track 
between Egypt and Syria.

Amos Pinchot in Slashing 
Obituary of Progres- 
sive Party. 


New York, Nov. 23—In 
a 
slashing 
obituary of the progressive party as "a 
party without a cause," Amos Pinchot, 
one of the half-dozen big men of the 
party, explains in an 
article 
in 
the 
•'Masses" today why it failed. 


Holding that the two old parties are 
confcervative enough to draw to them 
everybody satisiied with superficial re- 
fortn, this noted leader argues that the 
new party's only chance was to make 
n diflVrent appeal—to be fundamentally 
ladical. 


' It pliould,"' he contends, "either have 
undertaken to go deeply and intelligent- 
ly into the cause of tlie economic trou- 
bles which threaten the peace of society 
or it should have kept its fingers out of 
the pie. 


"It did neither. 
Under blind leader- 
ship, the party followed a shallow, mid 
dli-î-of-the-road course, with no serious 
economic program; with only a series 
of unobjectionable reforms, supposedly 
adapted to vote-getting from all quar- 
ters. 
Carrying a withered and decidedly 
suspicious-iooking olive branch to labor 
Hnd capital, and to democracy and oli- 
earchy alike, it pleaded for approval. 
Ihe plea was rejected."' 


Finchot describes 
iiow, rle%-erly and 
iTitidiously, the moral zeal and enthu- 
siasm of the thousands of earnest men 
acd women wlio had leaped to join the 
new party, bocause they had hoped it 
would be a power for economic justice, 
vvasi betrayer; by the men in charge of 
its machinery.

I'nited States in any but the most su- 
perficial manner. 


"We may affirm, in the most earnest 
Wjji^ , that wages should be higher, and 
v'orking conditions better; or that hon- 
cst.v is the best policj"; 
or 
that 
the 
camel is the ship of the desert and the 
dog the best friend of man. 
But we 
canjiot build a new party on such. The 
jjublic desires specifications. 


"As Thoreau said, if you find a trout 
5n tbe milk it is circumstantial evidence, 
not proof. And if ir. a progressive party 
you find the steel or harvester trusts, 
tarrying its financial burden and direct- 
ing its policies, it is not proof—but it 
is at least suggestive of a certain dilu- 
tion of purposes. 


"There is a good deal of talk about 
the visionary character of radical pro- 
posals. 
But nothing I have ever heard 
from the lips of the wildest radicals ex- 
retds in visionary impracticability

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"Only 
a Piker. 


In a restaurant two business men were discussing: a 
third. 


''He's only a piker," said one. 
"Would you mind explaining just wliat you mean?" 


asked the other. 


''What I mean," the first replied, "is that he started 


Bmall and is content,to potter around with little details in- 
stead of reaching out for the big prizes." 


Now suppose he had chosen the other course; had 


dared for the big prizes and had won. 


Would he have been better off"? 
To be sure, instead of hiring a few workers and pass- 
ing his business hours in happy comradeship among them, 
he could have directed an armv of strangers from behind 
a "mahogany desk in a swell office far away. 
He could 
have exchanged his modest home for a palace on the eve- 
Tiuo. He couM have ridden behind a chauffeur while his 
Vv if<> wore diamonds in an electric. 
And he could have 
headed charity lists to salve some of the wounds caused by 
the nithlessness of his great business machine. 


But that dnesn't answer our question. Would he have 
been better off—a better husband or father; a kinder 
neighbor; a more upright or useful citizen; a happier man? 


It seems to us that, instead of being a term of re- 
proach, the term "piker" implies a tribute to good sense. 


This country was made by pikers. The bulk of its se- 
curity, if not of its material wealth, is in the hands of 
pikers and of the men and women who, perhaps, don't 
aspire even that high. 


In line wath action which The Sentinel has repeatedly 
urged, the Joumal-Oazette is now forcefully advocating 
that prisoners in the county jail be put at public work in- 
stead of being allowed to pass their sentences in absolute 
idleness at public expense. The Sentinel believes there is 
every argument in support of the plan to compel the able- 
bodied men to work, and none whatever against it. The 
comity might very justifiably reap the benefit of their 
labor as a fair return for its expenditure of money in 
inaintaining them, and the prospect of enforced labor in- 
stead of idleness might have a tendency to lessen the de- 
eirability of a jail sentence from the bum's standpoint. 
It -win be better for the prisoner, too, than continuous in- 
carceration in the rookery which passes for a jail in Allen 
county, and there is manifestly much work on streets, 
roadways and river banks in which the labor of the pris- 
oners could be utilized. It may be that the oncoming of 
winter will militate against immediate action, but that 
need not prevent plans for taking advantage of the oppor- 
tunity next spring when the weather is more seasonable. 


While the defeat of the proposal for a constitutional 
convention and the centennial memorial building proposi- 
tion in Indiana have been conceded from the firsts the pre- 
cise figures on the vote, which have just been compiled,, 
are interesting as obituaiy data. 
On the constitutional 
convention question the vote was: Yes, 235,140; no, 338,-

tennial plan was: No, 466,700; yes, 97,718, showing its de- 
feat by the rather sizeable majority of 368,982—which 
even its most vigorous opponent will admit is amply suf- 
ficient.

The robbers got into the store from 
Harmony court, upon which the rear of 
the building abuts. 
It is believed they

gained through a window higher up. 


It was not until 4:30 o'clock Sunday 
afternoon

Find Safe Shattered. 


Detective Sergeant 
Joseph 
Brennan 
was detailed on the case and with Mr. 
Nicholson went to the store.' Lying be- 
side the velvet were eight small money 
sacks, such as are used by the thirty- 
two cleÂs In the store to deliver their 
cash to the cashier. 
These were empty. 
In the office above the balcony they dis 
covered the safe with its door blown 
off. Ma»-^ feet distant were large frag- 
ments of the safe door. 
Two red sweat- 
ers, that with the velvet, had been used 
to muffle the explosion, were found iiear 
by. 


Examination of the safe disclosed that 
all of the cash except "a considerable 
sum in pennies had been removed from 
the safe. 
All of the thirty-two mon°y 
bags turned in by the laales people wfre 
gone.

Good Placé to Work. 


The Woolworth' store was an admir- 


able place to work at safe blowing, for 
the interior of the store cannor^ be s^en 
from 
Calhoun 
street 
bt^causs of the 
sealed up backs of the show windows 
and the blinds that are drawn on the 
doors of the main entrance. 
No view 
of the safe can be had from any point 
outside. 
By muffling the glycerine ex- 
plosion the chance was good to com- 
plete the job and get away. 
Nothing iu 
the store was molested except the eafe. 
The robbers were after cash and biu-den- 


ed themselves with nothing else, though 
that burden must have he3n consider- 
able, for the 
stolen 
montv 
consisted 
largely of small change. 
At the close of 
business each day every one of tlie thir^ 
ty-two 
salesladies removes the money 
from her cash register and surrender» it 
in one of the small canvas bags to the 
cashier.

It seems to us that, instead of bc-hiy; a term of re-

This country was made by pikers. The bulk of its se- 


curity, if not of its material wcalty, is in the hands of 
pikers and of the men and women who, perhaps, don't 
aspire oven that high. 


In line with action which The Sentinel has repeatedly 


urged, the Journal-Gazette is now forcefullv advocating 
that prisoners in the county jail be put at public work in- 
stead of being allowed to pass their sentences in absolute 
idleness at public expense. The Sentinel believes there is 
every argument in support of the plan to compel the able- 
bodied men to work, and none whatever against it. The 
county might very justifiably reap the benefit of their 
labor as a fair return for its expenditure of money in 
maintaining them, and the prospect of enforced labor in- 
stead of idleness might have a tendency to lessen the de- 
sirability of a jail sentence from the bum's standpoint. 
It -will be better for the prisoner, too, than continuous in- 
carceration in the rookery which passes for a jail in Allen 
county, and there is manifestly much work on streets, 
roadways and river banks in which the labor of the pris- 
oners could be utilized. It may be that the oncoming of 
Winter will militate against immediate action, but that 
need not prevent plans for taking advantage of the oppor- 
tunity next spring when the weather is more seasonable. 


While the defeat of the proposal for a constitutional 


convention and the centennial memorial building proposi- 
tion in Indiana have been conceded from the first, the pre- 
cise figures on the vote, which have just been compiled, 
are interesting as obituary data. 
On the constitutional 


convention question the vote was: Yes, 235,140; no, 338,- 
947; majority of the "noes," 103.F07. The vote on the cen- 
tennial plan was: No, 460,700; ves, 97,718, showintr its de- 
feat by the rather sizeable ma.joritv of'3fiS,f)82—which 
even its most vigorous opponent will admit is amply suf- 
ficient. 


The city council's convention hall committee will give 


further consideration to the project at the city hall this 
evening. Here is another opportunity for all tin- boosters 
to emphasize anew the imperative necessity of the audi- 
torium for Fort AVayne. Let. them be on hand to aid the 
good couse. 


One very admirable manner in which to give expres-
